Health Officer Foster Sees Dan- 


ger in the Situation. 


MEETING OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


At Which the Spread of Diphtheria Was 


Discussed and Steps Take* to Pre- 


\eat an tpide 


The board of health does not often 


meet to discuss tbe sanitary condition 
of the city uor for any other purpose, 
but tbe rapid spread of diphtheria tbe 
past few days brought the members, 
together at city hall Monday evening. 
The meeting was called by Mayor Cas- 
singhain, and Dr. J. CJ. Carr presided. 
The other members preseut were A. 
X. Compton, Joseph L. Rue, John 
Tisb, James Stewart, Secretary \V. 
A. Johnson and Health Oflicer Foster. 


Doctor Piatt was present, and made 


the statement thai/ every precaution 
bad been taken in the schools to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease, and 
that a number of children had been 
sent 
home 
whom be had heard 


had 
been {exposed. 
He 
said, 


however, that several children that 
had been sent home were not kept 
there by their parents, and it would 
be safer to allow the children to at- 
tend school than to have them sent 
home u> roam over the cit> and atteud 
puL-lic meetings. 


Doctor Carr said diphtheria was re- 


garded as a more fatal disease than 
smallpox but the people in general did 
not recognize that fact. 


Health Oitker Foster was insfuct- 


ed to make a statement to the public 
regarding the situation, and 'today 
nave out the following: 
"SinceSept. 11 there have been 11 
cases of diphtheria reported in nine 
different homes. However, there is 
no doubt that more than~double that 
nuoiber of cases have existed since 
Sept. 11 an3 a short time previous to 
that date, cases that were not seen by 
physicians, and the true nature o'f 
the disease was not recognized by the 
parents, hence the spread of the dis- 
ease and the difficulty of restricting 
it. The mildness of" the dise-tse in 
many of the individuals, and the ab- 
s-nceof prominent manifestations of 
illness nave been, and are at present, 
potent factors in tbe transmission 
and perpetuation of the disease. In 
the present outbreak of diphtheria 
many cases occurred which pass as or- 
dinary sore throat, and the real na- 
ture of the majority of the cases does 
no& manifest itself. 


'•Many children have been sent 


home fiom school because of having 
sore throat or on account of having 
been exposed to diphtheria, and the 
! board of health strougly requests that 
the parents of all such see to it- that 
the children are kept at home. Such 
children should not iringle with oth- 
er children nor should they be al- 
lowed to attend Sunday school or 
any 
public meetings 
until 
the 


period of incubation has expired, 
which is usually within 12 days" from 
the last exposure to the disease. 


•'Parents whose children have not 
sore throat and have not oeen exposed 
to diphtheria should take every" pre- 
caution to keep their children away 
from possible sources of coataarion, 
the most prominent of which is allow- 
ing children to play with other chil- 
dren who, it is possible, have diph- 
theria in a mild form. The ooard of 
health is doing its utmost to restrict- 
the disease. The situation is some- 
what alarming, and H is tbe duty of 
ail to do their utmost to restrict the 
disease, especially in their own fam- 
ilies. Unless we do our utmost in this 
respect it is possible that we will some 
day be held responsible for a grave 
neglect of duty." 


Health Officer Foster read his re- 


port for the year, acd the board went 
over the sanitary condition of tbe 
city with the result that he was re- 
quested to go into council and ask 
that a dumpinc ground be provided at 
once. Mr. Rue and Mr. Stewart were 
announced as the new members of 
the board.

scribe it but it's tbe nicest thing iu 
the world. That was the feeling in 
Music hall before the President was 
shot. Now imagine that mother uiur 
dered without cause,with all her fam- 
ily and friends around her.

The speaker was John Keese. the

"In company with my wife I had 


bead tbe President make his great 
speech tbe day before, acd it -as a 
great speech. Then lie reviewed his 
soldiers and walked around with the 
officer in command. 
He was like a 


farmer boy out for a holiday. &e bright 
and so happy and so *wiilinif to make 
the people feel he was one of them. 
He passed close to me once, and I put, 
out inv elbow so his coat might touch 
mine. I did it to say 1 bad touched 
elbows with the Presfdent. and I am 
glad now I did. 


'-The crowd in Music hall that after- 


noon was big. and there was tbe Pres 
ident looking happy 
as e\er. and 


shaking hands with everybody who 
wanted to 
shake. There are four 


doors to the building and be stood in 
the middle, right v.here two lines 
drawn from 
opposite doors would 
cross. We came in at the east door 1 
think, and I never felt so gjod io my 
life. Xobody knew anybody, but ev- 
erybody was laugh ing and talking as 
though they were all acquainted and 
best of friends. It was that feeling of 
good fellowship you find at a family 
reunion. I never saw so manv con- 
tented faces in my life, and as I said 
before I never felt so good. 


"We had not walked far from the 


door when I heard a coup:e of reports 
that sounded like a firecracker. I 
didn't see any smoke but some one 
shouted out that the President had 
been shot. That settled the happi- 
ness. You will never know what con- 
fusion is unless you see a scene like 
that.

For a little bit, you knowr, 
the people hadn't moved, "but then 
they rushed forward. The place was 
crowded to begin with and it seemed 
as though th^ people pressed up u lit- 
tle closer to get at the man. They 
just crowded up against each other 
and those mat didu'tstiout uu

lynch him cried.

"It was an awful sight. I couldn't 
seethe President, but we thought he 
was dead. 
Somebody said so. and 


more people cried. Then the soldiers 
forced their way through the crowd. 
There was a dozen men around the 
fellow who had shot the President, 
and they were dragging him out of 
the building by the~door I came ;n. I 
could see him, and he looked paie and 
bloody. As they took him out the 
cries of Trill him wore louder that ever 
and the womeu v.ere still shouting 
with the rest. They handled -the fel- 
low without mercy, and I thought he 
would be killed, but they got him out 
of the building to the police carriage 
and drove away in a hurry. 
"They cleared a snace around the 
President, and aft«r a while he was 
removed to his carriage and taken to 
the hospital. Tbe crowd had quit 
shouting when they knew the soldiers 
and the poiice had the man who had 
done the shooting, and it was a^stiil 
as a graveyard, i never saw anything 
like it. 
Everybody was sorry, but 


they didn't talk about it out loud. It 
was awful and finally we went away. 
''The next day it was worse tnan 


ever. Buildings were shut up and 
people were asking each other what 
the last bulletin was. I told my wife 
it -was no place for us and we went to 
Niagara Falls. It was as bad there. 
Nobody smiled and the only thioe 
people talked about was the assa.ssin 
ation —on the cars,in the bouse where 
we stopped. It was e\ervwhere. 
It 


was the saddest, time of my life. Then 
we came home."

Bishop Joyce,

as a Christian gentleman, announced 
at the cicseof the meeting Monday af- 
ternoon that he hoped to announce 
the list of appointments Tuesday af- 
ternoon between four and five o'clock. 


The constitutional amendment sub- 


mitted to the conference carried by a 
vote of 145 to 29. 
Addresses were 


made by President Kiker, of Me. 
U'nion college, and President Craw- 
ford, of Allegheny college, and Rev. 
Dr. Pearson spoke for the American 
Bible society. Memorial services fol- 
lowed, and beautiful eulogies on the 
lives of deceased ministers and leading 
members of the church were read. 
The attendance at conference is 
large, and but for the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley, who was a 
personal 


friend of

of the ministers, 


would have been very pleasant-

PLENTY OF POTATOES. 


The 
Classed 
Tubers Can Jio Longer Be 


With Gold Nonets. 


Reports indicate that the probabili- 
ty of a potato famine is now passed 
and an advance in price is not looked 
for. 


With a conservative estimate of 300- 


iiushels to the acre in Minnesota. 20,- 
000 carloads of potatoes will be shipped 
out of that state this season. 
Esti- 


mating 300 bushels to the car-and fig- 
uring at the price of SI a bushel the 
toial amount realized by the growers 
of the state will reach §16.000.000. 
Michigan and Maine are anticipating 
enormous late crops. 
The state of Washington will hare 


a large crop of unusually good quali- 
ty, and already arrangements have 
been made for transporting a large 
portion of it to the east. Maryland 
will have a good crcp as will Pennsyl- 
vania and Long Island. 
Indications 


are that there will be no export de- 
mand for potatoes, as Europe has a 
supply of its own. There is a strong 
probability that the price of potatoes 
may be reduced.

W1RELESS TELEGRAPHY.

Deilv. lately president of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, has 
this to say of the progress ic wireless 
telegraphy: 
In the last few years mnch attention 


has been devotee to and much improve- 
ment made in the direction of wireless 
telegraphy. The limits to -which this very 
interesting method of electric signaling 
can be carried have beea gradually ex- 
tended from a few yards up to about 100 
miles. When two stations arrange to 
communicate in this manner, each erects 
a long vertical insulated condnctor like a 
flagstaff. The sending station operator 
connects his vertical wire to a powerful 
electrical induction coa, by which he is 
able to electrify the vertical wire power- 
folly in momentary impulses at succes- 
sive intervals, corresponding to Morse 
code signals in ordinary telegraphy. The 
electric impulses commnnicated to the 
Tertical wire are projected radially out- 
ward in all directions over the earth's 
surface from the wire as an axis la 


whiclT are capable of directly in- 


finencing the sight or other human sense. 
It is known, however, that these Invis- 
ible impulses are practically wares of 
what is ordinarii y called light, except that 
whereas light usually consists of a steady 
or continuous tram of waves these im- 
pulses are mere momentary disturbances 
of isolated gronps of only a few waves, 
like those produced on the surface of wa- 
ter ia a lake by the fall of a stone. More- 
over, ordinary light is in waves of, rough- 
ly, 100,000 to the inch and has rates of face, he said: 
vibration to which the eye is physio- be a ChristiaiJ- 
logically tuned to respond, but the waves 
of wireless telegraphy are, roughly, sev- 
er*! yards long and have a correspond- 
ingly lower rate of vibration, to which 
the human eye is insensirive. 


The invisible light waves run oat over 


the surface of the ground at the same 
speed as ordinary visible light, about 
186 miles in the one-thousandth part of a 
second, and are capable of acting upon 
any suitable responsive apparatus or 
artificial eye that raay be situated in any 
direction, north, south, east or west, 
•within the range from which the response 
<-?P be obtained, for it is evident that the 
impulse becomes scattered and enfee- 
bled as the radius of the wave increases, 
just as the ever widening circle of waves 
produced ia a poa<3 by a falling stone be- 
come enfeebled as the wave advances. 
"When the wave strikes the flagstaff con- 
ductor of the receiving station, it gen- 
erates ia that conductor a momentary 
electric impulse, which is capable of be- 
ing rendered evident to the senses by 
sensitive electric receiver or artificial eye 
connected with it- Consequently by sead- 
isg the impulses at tie transmitting sta- 
tion 13 Morse code all of tbe receiving 
stations within the range of effective 
working will be inSutacc-J by the invis- 
ible outgoing light waves aad will spell 
cut the message-

Of the witnesses examined, three 


had been officers on board the Texas! 
Curing the battle and two of them i 
w re new witnesses. These were Com- j 
im_-der George C. Heilner. who was I 
ca% "ator on the Texas, and Commas-! 
der .'.'ex B. Bates, who was the chief ; 
eaguK -r on that battleship. 
Com- ; 


mander Harber, executive officer and j 
the chief surviving officer of the ship • 
since the death of Captain Philip, was j 
recalled. The fourth witness was 


! Commander Seaton Schroeder, execu- 


tive officer on the Massachusetts and 
now governor of the island of Guam. 


The testimony was somewhat excit- 


ing, and it was •specially so when 
Commander Heilner described the bat- 
tle and the part the Texas had taken 
in it- He said when the Brooklyn 
made its loop at the beginning of the 
battle it had passed across the Texas' 
bow at a distance not to exceed 100 
to 150 yards, and that at the command 
of Captain Philip the Teras had been 
brought to a dead stop. Engineer 
Bates testified that the starboard en- 
gines had been stopped aad said he j 
thought this also had happened to the | 
port engines. Commander neilner ex-; 
pressed opinion that three miles had 
been lost by this maneuver, and the 
fact that part of the machinery was 
deranged. He said he considered that 
the Texas was In greater danger wheu 
the Brooklyn crossed her bow than at 
any other tune during the baltle. 


On cross-examination Commander 


Heilner admitted having taken part in 
the preparation of the official navy de- 
partment chart showing the positions 
at different vimes of the ships which 
participated in the batue- He said, 
according to this chart, the two ships 
were never nearer than 600 yards of 
each other. 
But, he contended, the 


chart was inaccurate, and he said he 
had only consented to it as a compro- 
mise. Commander Bates admitted 
that the official steam log of the Texas 
contained no record of the signal to 
reverse the engines. 
Commander 


Schroeder testified concerning the 
coal supply of the llassacnusetus, 
whi«h, he said, would have been suffi- 
cient for a blockade of from 16 to 20 
days. The session closed with another 
animated controversy between cotm- 
sel as to the policy of bringing Admi- 
ral Sampson's name into the trial. 


Addressing the court on this sub- 


ject. Counsel Raynor said: "\Ve pro- 
pose to prove that when Admiral 
Schley withdrew from the reconnais- 
sance against the Colon and did not 
come in contact with the shore bat- 
teries, he did it under a general regu- 
lation of the navy which required it 
of him. and that Admiral Sampson 
passed by the Colon at 30 minutes 
after 6 o'clock on June 1 and saw her 
lying there and never pretended to 
attack. Do you mean that we hare 
not any right to justify our conduct 
and cur actions by the conduct end 
actions of the commander-in-chief? If 
Admiral Schley comes on the stand 
and we ask the question. "Were you 
on your station on Ju'y 3.' and he says

Admiral Sampson Relieved. 


Washington, Sept. 24.—Rear Ad- 


miral Mortimer L. Johnson, comman- 
der of the Port Royal naval station, 
will resume command of the Boston 
yard on Oct. 1. relieving Admiral 
Sampson. Admiral Sampson will re- 
tire by age limit Feb. 9, 1902. He 
could retire before that if he wished, 
ander the 40 years" service clause, on 
his own request, or he conld apply for 
retirement to take effect immediately 
on account of poor health. However, 
as naval officers generally take pride 
in serviag oat their fall term, it :s 
probable that an extended leave of 
absence will keep Admiral Sampson 
on the active list antil Feb. 9.

na declared that he had been misun- 
derstood when be refused to discuss 
the policy of President Roosevelt a 
few days since, and that while he then 
did not feel disposed to express an 
opinion on the subject, he did not 
mean to inipiy that he woald nevsr 
again talk far publication. "If Presj 
dent Roosevelt carries oat his proi-i- 
ise." said Mr. Hanaa. 'to continue *i e 
policy adopted by President McKin- 
ley, he will have my warm -upport. as 
•well as that of every o»hcr 'oyal Re- 
publican. If McKinley"s policy is fol- 
lowed. T sincerely believe tba*. tbe 
present prosperity of the country will 
contiaue indefinite'v."

impossible to gain a decisive victory, 
we endeavored 10 save what we could.

Mr. Morgan to euect a settlement.

Mr. Shaffer here reviews the several

MR TO CONSUMPTIVES 


Governor Murphy of Arizona 
Would Segregate All Victims. 


WILL SEGOMMESDOESTAJS LAWS.

l«>gi>lat:on in Arizona if the recom- 
jneadations of Governor Murphy to bt 
made at the ensuing session of the ter- 
ritorial legislature are matie into a 
law. 


Governor Murphy, who was formerly 


delegate from Arizona to congress, 
states that. \vb:le his recouinjeiidatioa 
would be a radical measure in tbe mat- 
ter uf eeatrolliug the actions and the 
lives of consumptives, he believes nev- 
ertheless that the time is opportune to 
raise the question in an oiScial way. so 
far as the territory of Arizona is con- 
cerned, to the extent of passing a re- 
strictive measure regulating the habita- 
tions and residence of consumptives 
in an eSort to prevent the spread of 
the disease by communication. No leg- 
islation is as yet in effect in the Unit- 
ed States which directs as to where a 
consumptive may or may not reside. 


*"There is considerable agitation In 


Arizona." said Governor Murphy, "on 
the question of the treatment of the 
thousands of persons afflicted with 
consumption who have come to live 
with us because of the salubrity of onr 
climate and the wonderful effect the 
dry air of the desert has npon the 
lungs of those who do not postpone 
their attempts for relief until they are 
In the helpless stages of tbe disease. 


"We do not desire to shut out con- 


sumptives from the privilege of com- 
ing to us in an effort to get well, bat 
my object Is to prevent their promiscu- 
ous intermingling with the weH- While 
I have as yet given no intimation of 
my intention I will now say that it is 
my purpose to recommend the creation 
under legislative authority of a terri- 
torial board of health, investing its 
officers with full power to quarantine 
and segregate persons coming Into tbe 
territory afflicted with consumption 
precisely along the lines of the power 
of the boards of health of the varions 
states in quarantining against any dan- 
gerous contagions disease. 


"Of course I know that th!a law If 


passed would be of the most vital Im- 
portance to the great anay of those af- 
flicted with consumption, and it is lee- 
islation which would arouse much dis- 
cussion as to its merits and ultimate 
efiec's. But there are frtvo sides to the 
question. I think our people are en- 
titled to some sort of protection from 
contagion, at least on an equality with 
the patient who is in turn entitled to 
exhaust all reasonable efforts to get 
welL It would be inhuman to deny 
them this chance, but I shall recom- 
mend that a law be passed prohibiting 
them from living in hotels and board- 
ing houses with well people and requir- 
ing them to live upon the desert in such 
places or sanitariums to be provided 
and in localities where tbe possibility 
of contagion will be as greatly reduced 
as the circumstances permit 


"The recent declaration of the tuber- 


culosis congress in London as to the 
means of contagion has aflirmed the 
need of isolation and control in com- 
munities where there are a great many 
consumptives. The newly created board 
would have power to examine the ar- 
rivals in the territory in the trains and 
determine whether they are proper sub- 
jects for control. Persons coming to 
UP would be obliged to obey these di- 
rections or pass out of the territory. 
l'er-;ons aSicted with consumption, es- 
pecially those in the last stages, who 
flock to one center are a great menace 
to tbe inhabitants and cannot be said 
to be desirable companions for close 
as^oclatica." 


Governor Murphy further says that 


it js his intention to recommend that a 
law be passed prohibiting the issuing 
of n marriage license to persons afflict- 
ed with iacorable diseases and that a 
proper board of physicians be consti- 
tuted to determine upon the question 
whether such persons would be per- 
mitu-d a license to wed to bis territory.
